GREAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 

The following address from a Committee of the 
House of Commons to Earl Grey, with the Premier’s 
reply, refers to the composition of the new ministry. 
It is from a London paper of the 3d June. 


“To Eart Grey. 


“My Lord—We have heard with deep concern 
that the changes which have taken place in the Ad- 
ministration might possibly lead your Lordship to 


“Impressed with the firmest conviction that the 
country is indebted to you for the success of mea- 
sures the most essential to the public welfare, and 
assured that your resignation at this crisis would 
produce consequences most injurious to the peace 


press to your Lordship our undiminished confidence 
in the wisdom with which you have held the reins 
of government, and our unshaken attachment to 
those principles which you have so efficiently and 
consistently maintained. We desire, therefore, te 
convey toyou our anxious hope that you will not be 
induced to’ retire from his Majesty’s Councils whilst 
you can continue to preside over them as you have 
hitherto done, with so much honor to yourself, and so 
much benefit to the country.” 


To which the Premier was graciously pleased to 
return the following answer :— 

May 31, 1834, 

Dear Lonp Esrineron—I reccived yesterday eve- 
ning your very kind note accompanying the letter 
which had beew written under the impression that I 
had determined to retire from the situation whch I 
now hold. 

Whether I regard the expressions contained in 
the letter itself, or the pumber and respectability of 
the signatures, I cannot help feeling this to be one 
of the most gratifying testimonials of confidence and 
good opinion ever received by any public man. 

It imposes on me the duty of making every per- 
sonal sacrifice that ean be required of me, and which 
can be useful for the support of the principles on 
which the present administration was formed. But 
I will not conceal from you, that declining strength 
makes it extremely doubtful whether I shall be found 
equal to the task which is thus imposed upon me. 

If my endeavors to supply the place of those 
whose services the country has been so unfortunate- 
ly deprived of prove successful, it is only by the 
support of honorable and independent men, in con- 
ducting the Government on safe and moderate prin- 
ciples, that Ican hope to get through the difficulties 
which are before me. 

Founded on the principles of reform, the present 
administration must necessarily look to the correc- 
tion of all proved abuses. But in pursuing a course 
of salutary improvement, I feel it indispensable that 
we shall be allowed to proceed with deliberation and 
caution; and above all, that we should not be urged 
by @ constant and active pressure from without to 
the adoption of any measures, the necessity of which 
has not been fully proved, and which are not strict- 
ly regulated by a careful attention to the settled in- 
stitutions of the country, both in Church and State. 

Qn no other principle can this or any other Ad- 
ministration be conducted with advantage or safety.

We are now able, from in- 
termediate Chronicas, to supply some particulars of 
the occurrences which preceded the last surrendcr, 
and which were necessary to complete the narrative 
between the great overthrow near Thomar, reported 
on Monday last, and the present time. It appears, 
then, that after evacuating Santarem, Don Miguel, 
with 7,000 or 8,000 followers, in a completely dis. 
organized and dispirited state, crossed the Tagus to 
the southern side, taking the rather circuitous route 
of Evora for Elvas. At every step, however, his 
force became more weakened by desertion or fatigue, 
but chiefly from the former cause; and pressed by 
thie victory army in the rear, whilst another marched 
from Montemor to cut him off from the sea, Miguel 
at last saw no prospect of safety but in an armistice. 

A flag of truce was accordingly sent to Marshal 
Saldanna, who, having no instructions, could give 
no other answer than that he would immediately 
send off the proposal by express, to Lisbon. ‘I here 
it was instantancously repudiated, and the Marshul 
himself was reproved for being weak enough to lis- 
ten to any offer of compromise, and for being diso- 
bedient to orders for arresting, even for a moment, 
the onward march of his troops. It is said that one 
of the conditions proposed by Miguel was, that all 


his creatures should be continued in the places) 


which they then held ; which was, of course, not 
listened to for a moment. Eventually he surren- 
dered at discretion, and appears to have been thank. 
ful for the only terms conceded to him by the Pedro. 
ites of shipping himself from the Peninsula without 
delay. He chose, as we have already stated, a port 
in the Algarves, at which to embark, and the refuge 
of an English ship of war, in which he is already 
upon his way to the country. 

Don Pedro, it is said, enjoys his conquests with a 
becoming spirit of moderation. He has issued a de- 
cree of amnesty for all political offences committed 
since July 31, 1826, entitling those who submit them- 
selves, and take the oath of allegiance to the young 
Queen, within 48 hours after the publication of the 
decree, to the restitution and enjoyment of their pro- 
perty. This decree does not include the restitution 
of ecclesiastical, political and civil offices, 
crown property, or the oblivion of offences commit- 
ted against individuals. 

The amount of property taken at Elvas, belonging 
to Don Miguel, amounted to nearly £300,000. 

Pedro had been fired upon while travelling on his 
was to Ramalhao, a country seat near Cintra, about 
16 miles from Lisbon.

An agent of 
Miguel had arrived in England to ascertain whether 
Carlos would be received under the British flag with- 
out subscribing any conditions.

Europe, wither he was going to enjoy a respite from 
theatrical labors, and not, as had been supposed, 
from professional considerations. “‘ And why not?” 
—Mr. Forrest said was & question which had been 
frequently asked of him—‘‘ why not perform in 
England? Youmay there reapa rich harvest of 
honor andemolument.” ‘ My answer,” said he, “ is 
this : to deserve and enjoy the good opinion of the 
intelligent American Public bears with it reward 
enough to satisfy all my aspirings, both after fame 
and emolument ; and I should blush for that servile 
and degraded spirit, that could deem the English 
stamp, in our country, necessary to the formation of 
a complete and current reputation.” This sentiment, 
which we give as nearly as possible in the words 
used by Mr. Forrest, was responded to by the hearty 
and unanimous acclamations of the audience. Mr. 
Forrest then resumed, and apologised for the digres- 
sion into which he had been led by his feelings. He 
came, he said, to kid the audience farewell ; and to 
express a hope that this their parting might not 
wholly divide them—might not sunder their recollec- 
tions of each other—that he by them might not be 
forgotten ; and he assured them he should carry in- 
to foreign lands an indelible remembrance of the 
kind and liberal feelings with which they had always 
regarded his humble efforts. He trusted, he said, 
that this mutual recollection might be cherished— 
that he might have reason to say, with the divine 
Shakspeare— ; 


“ Our separation so abides and flies, 

That you, remaining here, yet go with me, 

And I, hence fleeting, still remain with you.” 

Mr. Forrest concluded by expressing in glowing 
terms, an earnest wish that every earthly happiness 
might crown those whom he was now called upon 
to bid reluctantly farewell. He then retired from 
the stage, greeted by one of the heartiest and most 
unanimous expressions of public regard that ever 
the walls of a theatre resounded with. There haye 
been few actors whose popularity was as widely 
spread and deeply seated as Mr. Forrest’s—and few, 
indsed, who, either professionally or personally, so 
well Geserved the good opinion of their tellow men.
